When we hear from the state department that 
nothing in M. Poincare’s spgech is a barrier to 
proceedings with the execution of the Hughes plan, 
we welcome Senator McCormick's emphatic state- 
ment.

Against the official optimism of ,Wash- 
ington, it is worth while to note Mr. Lioy 
George’s sensible comment that if M. Poincare 
means that France will accept sio report or rec- 
ommendation of the proposed rt commission 
which reduces the total of 182,000,000,000 marks on 
which the present French government stands, 
“there would be no inducement for Germany to 
do anything.”

Tt may be that M. Poincare’s statement is tactics 
rether than fixed intent.

MARGE: THE RIGHT WAY TO 
walk is to point your toes almost 
straight ahead. If you watch people
